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Viet Plan 
Broadened 


SAIGON (AP) — The North Vietnamese 
broadened their seven-day-old offensive 
today, opening a new front 60-7 5 miles 
north of Saigon with tank-led infantry 
assaults, and threatening the provincial 
capital of Quang Tri in the north. 
The South Vietnamese also reported the 
enemy sent MIG19 jet fighter planes across 
the demilitarized zone for the first time in 
the war. 
Brig. Gen. Vu Van Giai, commander of 
South Vietnamese forces defending Quang 
Tri Province, said the two enemy planes 
had flown over South Vietnamese frontline 
positions at Dong Ha Tuesday. They took 
no offensive actions and dropped no 
bombs. 
The enemy attacks now are spread across 
three fronts, the north, the Saigon area and 
in the central highlands, where North 
Vietnamese tanks drove to within four 
miles of a government base. 
Of all the fronts, that in the north was the 
most critical. The North Vietnamese were 
striking south of Quang Tri and its nearby 
headquarters’ base in an attempt to cut off 
the city, 19 miles south of the de­ 
militarized zone. 
Farther south, the North Vietnamese 
attacked South Vietnamese troops defend­ 
ing the western approaches to the old 
imperial capital of Hue. 
The North Vietnamese scored initial 
successes in the drive north of Saigon. 
Official reports said South Vietnamese 


troops and their eight U.S. advisers were 
withdrawn by helicopters from the base 
camp of Quan Loi, 60 miles north of 
Saigon. 


The attacks in the area were aimed at 
towns and bases near the Cambodian 
border. 


“This is the decisive battle,” President 
Nguyen

declared 
in 
a 
nationwide television and radio address. 
“ I call on the army to defend our country. I 
call on the people to do your best to 
support the battle front.” 


While the Saigon government’s northern 
defense line held along the Cua Viet-Dong 
Ha River 10 miles below the DMZ, Quang 
Tri, the provincial capital nine miles to the 
south, was threatened by fighting on the 
southeast, south, southwest and northwest. 


Two fights erupted six miles south and 
nine miles southeast of the town in the 
French Indochina War’s "Street Without 
Joy” area along the coast and Highway 
One. Government forces reported 47 of 
the enemy and two of their own men killed 
and six South Vietnamese wounded. 


Ten miles southwest of the province 
capital. Fire Base Pedro was under heavy 
attack, but a marine battalion was re­ 
ported holding on.

McGovern Winner; 
Wallace Is Second

George McGovern has established himself 
as a major contender for the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination 
by scoring a 
smashing victory in a Wisconsin primary 
that knocked New York Mayor John V. 
Lindsay out of the race for the White 
House. 
The South Dakota senator, making the 
breakthrough he had forecast here, ran 
strongly in both urban, blue-collar areas 
and rural, farm regions Tuesday to capture 
seven of Wisconsin’s nine congressional 
districts. 
He won 54 of the state’s 67 votes at the 
D em ocratic 
national 
conve.ntion, 
increasing his total to 94.5 of the 3,016 con­ 
vention votes, one behind Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine. 
“ It clearly establishes me as a major 
contender in the public mind,” McGovern 
told a reporter who asked what he thought 
the results meant. "I really think we 
received a boost tonight that could take us 
all the way .” 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Alabama, in 
another strong showing after his Florida 
primary victory three weeks ago, rode late 
rural returns into second place by a 
narrow margin over Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 
Humphrey led in two districts with 13 
convention votes. 
President Nixon easily won the state’s 28 
GOP 
convention 
delegates 
in 
the 
Republican primary. 
In the Democratic balloting, returns 
from 98 per cent of Wisconsin’s Z29i 
precincts gave McGovern 30 per cent. 
Wallace 22 per cent and Humphrey 21 per 
cent. The other nine Democrats trailed far 
behind 
Muskie. 
once 
the 
overwhelming 
Democratic frontrunner, suffered another 
smashing setback with a fourth-place fin­ 
ish and only 10 per cent of the vote.

Voters in Sedalia School District 200 
rejected a proposed 65-cent tax levy 
increase Tuesday by more than 500 votes. 
The light turnout also saw defeat for an 
advisory ballot concerning the fluoridation 
of Sedalia’s water. It failed by 145 votes. 
The proposed school levy hike was 
opposed by 2,598 voters while 2,07 7 yes 
votes were cast. Fluoridation opponents 
won with a total of 2,527 votes to 2,382. 
In a race that repeated a 197 0 match 
between James Gwinn, a Republican, and 
Democrat R. S. "Bob” Wells in the Third 
Ward. Wells turned the tables, winning 840 
to 593. In 197 0 Gwinn won by a narrow 
margin with the aid of former Democrat 
Carl Walker, who ran as an independent. 
Lee Garrison, 2211 South Missouri, was 
successful in his first attempt to gain public 
office, defeating A. G. Cline, a Republican, 
862 to 494, for a Fourth Ward council seat. 
The Democrat councilman will replace Leo 
Letourneau, 
also 
a 
Democrat, 
who 
resigned his post after moving out of the 
city last November. 
Elected to the council without opposition 
was incumbent Jesse Robinson in the First 
Ward, with 
1,131 
votes, and former 
councilman Ira Knox in the Second Ward. 
He received 57 4 votes. Robinson, 1400 West 
Broadway, earned his third-term seat by 
defeating fellow Democrat Larry Englund, 
in the March primary election. That same 
election saw Knox defeat feUow Democrat 
Raymond Bales. 
With the results of Tuesday’s election, 
the City Council will have seven Democrats 
and only one Republican, Don Broaddus of 
the First Ward. However, Mayor Jerry 
Jones is also a Republican.

No Kindergartens For Schools 


The Sedalia school district will not have 
kindergartens next fall, in view of the 
defeat of an additional 65-cent tax levy 
Tuesday, school board president George 
Thompson said Wednesday. 
Thompson said the board met Tuesday 
night following the election, swore in 
elected members and directed Dr. T. J. 
Norris, superintendent of 
schools, to 
"check and see what services will be 
available” next year without the levy 
increase. Thompson stressed, however, 
that the new junior high school will be 
opened in the fall. 


Norris echoed Thompson’s remarks, 
saying. "1 don’t see any way to have it 
(kindergarten) ” As for the levy defeat, he 
said. "The people spoke, that’s about it 
They simply didn’t want it ” Thompson 
said. "I’m disappointed, 1 thought it would 
pass ” 


Both men conceded that the placement 
of the school levy proposal on the ballot 
caused some confusion for voters Tuesday 
The levy proposal was at the bottom of the 
ballot listing school board candidates, 
apparently causing some voters to overlook 


it. Thompson said state law requires that 
one ballot be used for both candidates and 
levies, however 


There were 234 fewer votes cast on the 
school levy than were cast on fluoridation, 
which was limited to Sedalia voters, 
indicating that an unknown number of 
district voters might have overlooked the 
tax levy proposal 


Thompson said the board Tuesday night 
discussed bringing the school levy back to 
the voters, but that no firm date was 
agreed upon

Stahl typified the economic condition of 
America on the eve of the President’s 1971 
announcement of price-wage controls as

With more than one 
million people out of work and interest 
rates rising Stahl said many of the old 
ideas of economics no longer applied 
Phase 1 was intended to be "dramatic, 
aa.'urdu)g to bUtlU. ’it wiii mppomA to 


shock Americans into changing their ideas 
about inflation,” he said 
In Stahl’s opinion Phase I achieved its 
goal He told the lot*al bankers interest 
rates began to drop and the slack in 
economic growth was stemmed by use of 
the excise tax and import tariffs 
Stahl ended his address on a warning 
note He said if Phase 11 should fail Phase 
111 will follow "and it will be tougher ” 
Stahl observed America must "change its 
economic 
institutions 
by

prosecuting labor unions and business 
operations that violate the law If we don’t 
change we’ll lose our economic freedom.”

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English Millionaire Has A Train All of His Ow n To Blow Off Steam

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Anybody who likes to play with 
trains would envy Alan Pegler, 
an English millionaire who 
tootles his own smoke-belching 
steam locomotive along the San 
Francisco waterfront. 
•rve always been a steam- 
train nut," says Pegler, 52, who 
brought the London steam lo­ 
comotive "Flying Scotsman" 
and three cars with him to 
America. 
"I don't know where the bug 
comes from, but it bit me ear­ 
ly.” said Pejgler. He remem­ 
bers first sitting in the historic 


train's engineer’s chair nearly 
half a century ago. 
The heir of a plastics and 
rubber fortune bought the "Fly­ 
ing Scotsman " in 1963 for $8,000 
to save it from scrap. He sold 
his interest in the family busi­ 
ness and spent more than $500.- 
000 to restore and maintain the 
famed relic. 
Once it was his, Pegler said, 
he "opted out of everything 
except the 200 tons of powerful 
locomotive that in 1935 pulled 
the first train ever clocked at 
100 miles per hour 
From 1928 to 1%3, the "Fly­ 
ing Scotsman " covered more 
than two million miles making 
nonstop. 393-mile runs from 


London to Edinburgh. Scotland. 
Pegler said. 
Last month, he began regular 
45-minute 
runs 
from 
Fish­ 
erman's Wharf over four miles 
of track along the city's Em­ 
barcadero. Adults pay $4, chil­ 
dren $3. and the great locomo­ 
tive's three 90-passenger cars 
have been packed. 
"People say I'm crazy." Peg­ 
ler laughed. "But I enjoy what 
I'm doing I haven't regretted 
it for one moment. My hfe's 
much fuller than when I was 
doing a tycoon's job. " 
When San Francisco port au­ 
thorities agreed to give the 
"Flying Scotsman" at least a 
temporary home. Pegler sold 


his London house and moved 
here. 
He goes to the waterfront 
daily to polish the locomotive's 
many brass mountings and 
says he often stays up all night 
to shovel coal and tend boilers 
to have a full head of steam for 
the morning run. 


That's when Pegler's boyhood 
dreams begin anew. 


"There's a tremendous feel­ 
ing to running it, " he explains 
"You become part of the lo­ 
comotive. You’ve got to be 
looking after it, making sure 
there's enough water and not 
too much steam 
"You’re in control of some­ 


thing very powerful Hundreds 
of tons. It’s quite a sensation " 
The odyssey of Pegler and 
the "Flying Scotsman " began 
48 years ago 
"At the age of four. I saw it 
in London and was struck by 
the locomotive." he recalls "I 
can still remember how I felt 
going into it as a small boy and 
sitting in the engineer's chair 
In the years afterward, I fol­ 
lowed the progress of the en­ 
gine and rode it many times " 
By the mid-1950 s. Pegler’s 
fascination led him to a seat on 
one of the London area railroad 
boards "It became clear the 
whole class of steam locomo­ 
tive would disappear when they 


changed over to diesel-electric 
trains." he noted. "Every one 
of the 81 steam engines, except 
this one. was later cut up for 
scrap " 
The "Flying Scotsman" was 
restored and running as a pri­ 
vately chartered pleasure train 
in England by .\pril of 1963 
In August 1%9. British rail 
officials found it uneconomical 
and inconvenient to continue 
the steam train, and Pegler 
was allowed to ship it to the 
United States 
The train was landed in Bos­ 
ton; and. since then. Pegler. 
aideil by a British engineer, 
has driven it 12,000 miles to 
such places as Texas. Wiscon­ 


sin. Niagara Falls and Toronto. 
Canada 
One of the three touring cars 
was 
used 
by 
Sir 
Winston 
Churchill and Gen Dwight D 
Eisenhower during World War 
II and was part of the funeral

And typically, the bad news 
of the demise of The (iood 
News !*aper will never be 
printed in the biweekly tabloid 
it would be uncharacteristic 
of The Good News Paper to 
print the story of its own de­ 
mise,” said publisher Bill Bail­ 
ey, a 
father 
of five who 
launched the venture with $100. 
The decision to halt publica­ 
tion came while the next issue 
was being put together, “ so it’s 
just as well we weren’t able to 
print it.” Bailey told an inter­ 
viewer 
The paper was launched in 
1970 “ with a lot of optimism 
and very little money.“ Bailey 
said “ After 16 months of publi­ 
cation sometimes 
spasmodi­ 
cally and despite a circulation 
of 10.000 in all 50 states and 
nine foreign countries, we were 
unable to attract the national 
advertisers we needed to pay 
our bills We have simply run 
out of time and money “ 
He said it would take about 
$75.000 to salvage the news­ 
paper 
Bailey, a vice president for a 
china and crystal firm before 
going into the good news busi­ 
ness, said he intends to pay off 
all bills—from his own future 
earnings-including the balance 
of subscription payments from 
readers 
Bailey said his all-time favor­ 
ite good news story was the 
first edition’s lead item which 
began “ In the United States 
last year, 196,450,483 citizens 
did not commit a criminal of­ 
fense, 4,896,720 college students 
did not participate in a not or 
student demonstration and 201 ,- 
489,710 citizens did not use ill^ 
gal drugs” 
“ 1 learned a lot of things,” 
Bailey said 
"1 learned that 
people want good news 1 would 
do it all over again if I had the 
money “

Khatba's' Role Is Vital in Weddings 


CAIRO (AP) — Wrapped in a 
long, flowing black dress called 
a Milaya. sometimes with a 
thin veil over her face and a 
profusion of gold jewelry dan­ 
gling from her arms, she wends 
her way from house to house 
offering her services 
Her customers, mostly wom­ 
en. warmly welcome her; but 
she pays little attention. In­ 
stead. she builds up anticipa­ 
tion by slowly sipping Turkish 
coffee and talking about every­ 
thing except the subject she 
came for 
When she notices her hosts 
have become impatient, she 
smiles and opens her handbag 
to take out some photographs. 
The pictures are snatched 
and examined by eager eyes. If 
they meet acceptance, serious 
but seemingly casual bargain­ 
ing starts If the pictures are a 
di.sappointment. 
then she is 
asked to try again 
People call her “ Khatba." 
which means marriage agent 
or matchmaker. Her job is to 
gather information, sometimes 
with pictures as proof, for per­ 
sons who want to marry but do 
not know how or to whom 
In a traditional country such 
as Egypt, where in almost all 
rural areas there are no oppor­ 
tunities for young men and 
girls 
to 
meet 
socially, the 
Khatba still plays an important 
role 
Mothers of young girls and 
men seek her out because, as a 
woman, she can mingle with 
the families of both sexes with­ 
out drawing any objection from 
suspicious 
fathers—who. 
in 


some areas in upper Egypt, kill 
their daughters if they suspect 
a girl has met or even per­ 
mitted herself to be seen by a 
man. 
In these areas, a man has 
two alternatives if he wants to 
marry, either he depends en­ 
tirely on the provided descrip­ 
tion by the Khatba, or he sends 
a relative to see for him. 
But he cannot unveil his 
bride’s face until they are alone 
after the wedding. 
The mothers of the would-be 
brides, anxious to see their 
daughters get married, pay the 
Khatba 
well. 
The would-be 
groom 
pays 
less, 
but 
the 
matchmaker makes up the dif­ 
ference in tips she gets for her 
visits as encouragement to try 
harder. 
A Khatba usually earns the 
equivalent of $230 to $345 a 
month, depending on how rich 
her customers are. Such in­ 
come is considered high in 
Egypt, where the annual per 
capita income is below $200. 
But her days are numbered, 
thanks to Women’s Lib and the 
cost of living 
“ The business is not as prof­ 
itable as in the past. ” com­ 
plained Um Mohammed, 38, a 
Khatba in Shubra. a Cairo sub­

their co nditio n. 
They are v ictims o f retinitis 
pigmento sa^, an hereditary ey e 
disease fo r which no cu re is 
kno wn and which alway s leads 
to to tal blindess. 
It no rmally manifests itself in 


childho o d and then dev elo ps to 
its final 
stage 
in 
v ary ing 
lengths o f time. Abo u t 500,000 
perso ns in the United States 
are afflicted, Mo rriso n said. 
Until Mo rriso n mo u nted his 
o ne-man driv e to seek a cau se 
and cu re fo r the disease, v ery 
little research was being do ne 
and what little there was was 
co mpletely u nco o rdinated. 
“I’v e go t a selfish mo tiv e, 
and 1 wo n’t deny it,” he said. 
“I’v e go t two kids who are 
go ing blind, and I’m go ing to 
fight like heU fo r them.” 
The nightmare began fo r 
Mo rriso n and his wife abo u t 
two y ears ago , when they no ­

Ho pkins ex amined the child fo r 
mo re than fo u r ho u rs and to ld 
Mo rriso n and his wife blu ntly , 
“Yo u r child has retinitis pig­ 
mento sa. She’ll go blind. Teach 
her BraUle.” 
Bu t fo r Mo rriso n, the diag­ 
no sis was the beginning, no t the 
end. 
He abando ned his real estate 
bu siness and to o k his dau ghter 
to clinics all o v er the co u ntry 
ho ping to find so meo ne who 
co u ld help.

In a statement issu ed in De­ 
troit late Tu esday , GM said the 
defect had been fou nd only in 
cars with the optional 9 0-horse- 
power engine. GM said it had 
dev eloped a method to correct 
the problem. 
Requ ired parts for the recall 
are schedu led to be in the 
hands of dealers du ring the lat­ 
ter part of the month, GM said. 
The au tomak er’s annou nce­ 
ment coincided with release in 
Washington of Nader’s letter to 
the National ^ hw a y Traffic 
Safety Association detailing the 
charges. Nader said they were 
based on “nu merou s” reports 
he has receiv ed of fires in 
Vegas. 


GM said preparations for the 
recall were u ncler way before it 
learned of Nader’s letter.

Keep Figurines 
Away From W ate r

DEAR POLLY — Ann Ma rie wa nted to know ^ 
to clea n 
her a la ba ster figurines. When we visited a n a la ba ster fa ctory 
in Ita ly, they told us to use a sma ll a mount of ha ir oil on a 
soft cloth a nd then wipe clea n with a soft dry ck>th. This is 
for pla in a la ba ster, not the pa inted kind. — MRS R. E. M. 
DEAR POLLY a nd Ann Ma rie - When I bought my 
a la ba ster figurines, directions for their ca re a nd clea ning 
ca me with them. I a m gla d to send the pertinent pa rts of this 
a long to help Ann Ma rie: “ Do not expose to direct sunlight 
or wa ter. It is recommended tha t a sma D a mount of 
petroleum jelly or soft white wa x be a pplied periodica lly in a 
brush ma nner. Howewer, there a re figures ma de in Ita ly tha t 
a re molded from a synthetic composition a nd a re wa sha ble. 
Be ca reful not to confuse these with na tura l a la ba ster, which 
should be kept completely free of wa ter. The a pplica tion of a 
coa t of gla ss wa x w ill diminish the possibility of sta ins. A 
hea vy coa t of wa x should be a pplied to a la ba ster a shtra ys 
prior to using.”

DEAR POLLY — How does one remove old, ha rd putty 
from a round windows? — KATIE 
DEAR POLLY — The best wa y I ha ve found to get soa p 
suds out of bottles a nd ja rs with thin necks is to simply keep 
the bottle right side up instea d of turning it upside down a nd 
trying to get those suds to drip out. Keep spra ying running 
wa ter into it so tha t Ü» suds rise to the 
a nd flow over the

LONDON (AP> — The march 
of time—progress and all that— 
is stirring up a large segment 
of Britain's population who 
worry about yesterday rather 
than tomorrow. 
Giant motorways are under 
construction. They infringe on 
plots the Angles and Saxons 
once peopled. They threaten the 
sectors the Romans built 


The historic site or archae- 
olt^ ical “ dig” is coming into 
its own and Britain's Depart­ 
ment of the Environment has 
been learning how involved this 
can get 


To stop a new highway or an 
airport or just a simple bull­ 
dozing job is expensive. To stop 
the people, many of them band­ 
ed together in “ preservation ” 
societies, is not as simple as it 
may seem in this history—rid­ 
den land 
Arguments cropping up in­ 


volve such disparate characters 
as Hadrian and St Patrick 
That is about as far apart as 
anyone can get and Liverpfxjl 
University has a team of young 
archaeologists working actively 
to step in before the bulldozers 
do They have had some suc­ 
cess. and have saved some 
known historical sites but are 
worried about those they miss 
for lack of advance informa­ 
tion 
The prime need, the univer­ 
sity says is to “ at least re<ord 
and investigate sites before 
they are destroyed " 
Some figures cited by the ar­ 
chaeologists: 
A survey for a 75-mile stretch 
of new motorway revealed 124 
unknown remnants of the past 
although only two archaeology 
sites had been thought to be in­ 
volved; of 100 Homan settle 
ments in Wiltshire, not more 
than 10 survive

Heart Attack Can 
Strike Suddenly 


Dear Dr. Limb 
— 
My 
husband passed away suddenly 
from a heart attack at the age of 
40 The autopsy statement said 
“ coronary 
occlusion ” 
My 
husband was always a very 
active, healthy man. No weight 
problem ever. I can’t recall ever 
seeing him short of breath or 
give any indication of chest pain 
or symptoms. I keep wondering 
why there wouldn’t be some 
indication of brewing trouble, 
such as high blood pressure. He 
always 
passed 
his 
medical 
examinations in top condition I 
am 
wondering 
now 
what 
symptoms he may have had that 
we never noticed or that didn’t 
show up on any of his medical 
examinations. 
Dear Reader — It is always a 
terrible shock for the family 
when a young, healthy man dies 
suddenly from a heart attack. 
This happens to a number of 
men 
younger 
than 
your 
husband. 
Frequently, 
these 
individuals 
have 
had 
no 
evidence of illness by the usual 
medical 
examinations. 
Like 
your husband, many of them 
might not be overweight and 
usually 
they 
have 
been 
relatively active people. 
All too often, the first sign of 
heart disease is a sudden heart 
attack or death. This is why so 
many doctors make such a big 
effort to get people to do the 
things they can do to prevent 
heart disease, even though they 
may think they are healthy. It is 
too late if the first evidence is 
sudden death. Fatty deposits in 
the arteries to the heart do not 
affect the blo(xi pressure or the 
usual X rays or the heart sounds 
we hear. X rays, with dye 
injected into the arteries to the 
heart 
muscle 
itself, 
can 
sometimes identify the disease. 
This procedure isn’t justified in 
healthy looking people such as 
your husband was, because the 
procedure is difficult and not 
totally without danger. 
The various blood tests, body 
weight, 
and 
factors 
like 
smoking 
identify 
individuals 
who 
are 
in 
a 
higher-risk 
category, but even this doesn’t 
give us the ability to say what is 
going 
to 
happen 
to 
one 
individual. 
I have included your letter in 


tl^ column in part to remind 
people that this is a frequent 
story in heart disease, our most 
common medical problem in 
the industrialized nations. One 
out of four deaths in the United 
States is from heart attacks. 
Now 
is the 
time to stop 
smoking, restrict or eliminate 
coffee, eliminate any evidence 
of excess body fat and adjust 
your diet while you are still free 
of symptoms, because the first 
symptom may be the last. 
Doctors should be more strict 
about overweight. We are a bit 
too generous about fat and 
anyone who has evidence of 
fatty deposits around the waist 
or over the small of the back 
has an increased likelihood of a 
heart attack

were 
serio usly injured when their bus 
was struck by a train is ano ther 
ex pensiv e lesso n o n the dang ers o f 
scho o l buses and g rade cro ssing s. 


The accident repo rtedly o ccurred 
at an unmarked cro ssing , said to be 
used o ccasio nally by bus driv ers as 
a “ sho rtcut.” 


A sho rt cut to what, we mig ht 
ask? In this case, it co uld well hav e 
been death. 


Mo nday ’s accident bears a stro ng 
similarity to o ne that o ccurred 
March 2 4 
near Co ng ers, N.Y. 
Ho wev er, that time they weren’t so 
lucky : fo ur hig h scho o l students 
were killed and 46 were injured. 
Sev eral o ccupants o f that bus lo st 
limbs in the carnag e. 


The driv er was also using what 
was termed a “ priv ate cro ssing ,” 
which was unmarked, presumably 
also as a sho rt cut. 


Misso uri state law requires bus 
driv ers to co me to a co mplete sto p 
at 
unco ntro lled 
railro ad 
g rade 
cro ssing s; failure to do so is a 
misdemeano r. 


But it do es no t pro hibit driv ers 
fro m using unmarked, “ priv ate” o r 
o therwise co mpletely unco ntro lled 
cro ssing s 


This is o bv io usly a g ap in the law, 
but until it is co rrected there are 
steps that can be taken no w to 
better safeg uard o ur children who 
ride scho o l buses. 


Bus driv ers sho uld be directed to 
use o nly clearly marked, reg ular 
cro ssing s, av o iding the o ther kind 
no matter ho w much “ sho rter” 
they may be. And so me firm 
reminders abo ut the g rade cro ssing 
sto p law wo uld also be in o rder. 


Can the scho o l districts in Pettis 
Co unty say with co nfidence that 
these precautio ns hav e been taken ’ 
If no t, the Co nco rdia episo de is an 
effectiv e and near-trag ic reminder.
